1. US-EUROPEAN RELATIONS: THE EC PREPARES FOR COPENHAGEN 

A. THE UK WALKS A THIN LINE BETWEEN FRANCE AND THE US 

AT THE JUST CONCLUDED EC POLITICAL DIRECTORS MEETING, 

THE UK SUBMITTED A DRAFT JOINT DECLARATION "DESIGNED 
TO BRING THE FRENCH ALONG". EMBASSY LONDON REPORTS 
THE UK IS VERY OPTIMISTIC ABOUT THE DRAFT'S ACCEPTANCE, 

BUT SOME GERMAN FOREIGN OFFICE SOURCES TOLD EMBASSY BONN 
THAT THE UK "BENT SO FAR BACKWARD TOWARD THE FRENCH AS 
TO END UP ON ITS REAR". THE UK DRAFT IS VERY GENERAL 
AND AFFIRMATORY IN CHARACTER AND IS RESTRICTED TO THE 
US-EC RELATIONSHIP. EMBASSY BONN CONCLUDES THAT FRANCE

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B. GERMANY CAUGHT BETWEEN TWO ALLIES 

GERMAN STATE SECRETARY FRANK MET WITH FRENCH FOREIGN 
MINISTER JOBERT ON AUGUST 29TH TO DISCUSS THE US- 
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EUROPEAN DIALOGUE. ACCORDING TO FRANK, THE FRENCH ARE 
PARTICIPATING IN WORKING OUT A DECLARATION BASED ON 
A BRITISH DRAFT. "IF SOMETHING THAT THIN WOULD SAT- 
ISFY THE AMERICANS", JOBERT WAS PREPARED TO ACCEPT IT. 
FRANCE OPPOSES ANY MENTION OF BURDEN SHARING AND THE 
CONTINUATION OF AN ORGANIZED US-EUROPEAN DIALOGUE. 

DURING THE MEETING FRANCO-GERMAN DIFFERENCES VIS-A-VIS 
THE US WERE CLEARLY DELINEATED, LEADING FRANK TO VIEW

A. FAISAL KEEPS HIS OPTIONS OPEN 

EMBASSY JIDDA SEES KING FAISAL'S RECENT SPATE OF PRESS

SAUDI ARABIA'S FOREIGN POLICY OBJECTIVES. IT IS NOTE- 
WORTHY THAT THE KING HAS AVOIDED SPECIFIC COMMITMENTS TO 
ACTION WHILE BRINGING PSYCHOLOGICAL PRESSURE ON THE US

GANIZE A MAJOR CONSUMER EMBARGO ON LIBYAN OIL, NOR WOULD 
GERMANY PARTICIPATE IN AN EMBARGO. IN DOMESTIC TERMS, 

IT IS NOT "TENABLE" TO ASK GERMAN CONSUMERS TO SUFFER A 
SHORTAGE FOR THE SUPPORT OF FOREIGN OIL COMPANIES IN

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3. LABOR UNIONS THREATEN SUDANESE STABILITY 

REPRESENTATIVES OF SIXTEEN UNIONS HAVE PRESENTED 
SUDANESE VICE PRESIDENT BAGHIR WITH DEMANDS FOR IN- 
TERNAL REFORM, THREATENING A GENERAL STRIKE IF THE 
DEMANDS ARE NOT MET. BAGHIR, IN THE ABSENCE OF PRESI- 
DENT NIMAIRI, RESPONDED WITH A DECLARATION OF NATIONAL 
EMERGENCY. EMBASSY KHARTOUM COMMENTS THAT A GENERAL 
STRIKE, A TACTIC WHICH TOPPLED THE ABBOUD REGIME IN 
1964, WOULD QUICKLY CREATE SEVERE FOOD AND FUEL SHORT-

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4. FURTHER STRAINS IN IAPANESE-KOREAN RELATIONS 

THE JAPANESE AMBASSADOR TO KOREA HAS TOLD AMBASSADOR 
HABIB IN SEOUL THAT THE LACK OF PROGRESSIN RESOLVING 
DIFFERENCES OVER THE KIM TAE-CHUNG CASE IS RESULTING IN 
DETERIORATING JAPANESE-KOREAN RELATIONS. THE JAPANESE 
GOVERNMENT IS CONVINCED THAT AN AGENCY OF THE KOREAN 
GOVERNMENT CONDUCTED THE KIDNAPPING. THE JAPANESE 
AMBASSADOR MENTIONED THE THREAT TO THE "EXISTENCE OF THE
